GENERHL 

Rules  and  Regulations 

FOR  FAIR  OF  1893. 


Exhibitors. 

1.  The  Fair  Ground  will  be  open  for  the  reception  of 
stock  and  articles,  on  Friday,  September  1st,  and  may  be 
shipped  to  the  care  of  Superintendent  of  Ground,  but  in 
no  case  will  such  shipment  be  brought  upon  the  ground 
and  placed  upon  exhibition  except  by  and  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  owner  or  his  authorized  agent. 

2.  Exhibitors  must  see  to  the  delivery  of  their  articles 
and  their  arrangeme  t upon  the  ground.  The  Society 
will  not  in  any  case  provide  for  transportation  or  be 
subject  to  any  expense,  either  in  their  delivery  at  or  re- 
turn from  the  ground.  The  Board  of  Directors  will  use 
all  diligence  to  insure  the  safety  of  stock  and  articles, 
after  arrival  and  arrangement,  but  will  not  be  re- 
sponsible FOR  ANY  LOSS  OR  DAMAGE  THAT  MAT  OCCUR. 
Exhibitors  must  give  personal  attention  to  their  proper- 
ty and  immediately  preceding  the  close  of  the  Fair, 
take  charge  of  the  same. 

3.  Should  any  individual  enter  an  animal  in  another 
name  than  that  of  the  bona  fide  owner,  or  attempt  to 
perpetiate  a fraud  upon  the  Society,  by  misrepresenting 
any  facts,  the  person  making  such  entry  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  compete  for,  or  receive  any  premium.  In 
case  of  question  as  to  the  age  of  an  animal,  the  Super- 
intendent shall  appoint  an  expert,  whose  decision  shall 
be  final. 
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i.  No  exhibitor,  in  any  department,  will  be  permitted 
to  take  first  and  second  premium,  where  them  is  no 
other  exhibitor, 

5.  No  breeding  animal  in  classes  1 to  2 ? inclusive, 
shall  be  awarded  a premium,  that  has  any  hereditary 
defect.  Any  question  of  that  nature  arising  shall  be 
referred  to  a competent  veterinary  surgeon, 

6.  Any  exhibitor  who  shall  tear  off  a premium  badge, 
or  authorize  another  person  to  do  so  in  the  presence  of 
the  Superintendent  or  Judge,  or  shall  otherwise  insult 
them,  shall  forfeit  all  premiums  and  be  excluded  from 
exhibiting. 

7.  Articles  which  are  the  result  of  mechanical  or 
artistic  skill  must  be  entered  by  the  artist,  inventor, 
manufacturer  or  authorized  agent. 

8.  Premiums  will  not  be  paid  on  articles  or  animals 
removed  from  the  exhibition  before  its  close,  unless  the 
party  making  such  removal  presents  the  permit  ca  d of 
President  to  Superintendent  of  department  and  Gate- 
keeper. 

Entries. 

9.  In  each  division  of  the  list  (except  for  speed  and 
special  premiums)  and  as  otherwise  noted,  where  the 
first  premium  offered  is  cash  and  the  amount  is  five 
dollars  and  upward,  an  entry  fee  of  ten  per  cent,  will 
be  required  on  each  entry  at  time  of  making  entries. 
See  speed  department  relative  to  entry  fees. 

10.  All  entries,  except  in  speed  classes  (see  speed  de- 
partment) close  at  10  o’clock  p.  m , Saturday  night, 
September  2nd,  provided  that  all  entries  sent  by  letter 
and  mailed  in  time  to  arrive  by  regular  course  of  mail 
by  10  o'clock  p.  rn.,  Saturday,  shall  be  entered  if  received 
by  the  Secretary  before  Monday,  September  4th,  at  7 
o'clock  a.  m. 

11.  Exhibitors  are  respectfully  requested  lo  forward 
to  the  Secretary,  at  Des  Moines,  at  least  a week  before 
the  opening  of  the  Fair,  a list  of  their  entries,  accom- 
panied with  the  entrance  fees,  giving  number  of  class 
and  name  of  article  or  kind  of  stock  for  exhibition.  A 
compliance  with  this  rule  will  prevent  delay  and  mis* 
take. 

li.  Articles  not  enumerated  in  the  list  of  premiums, 
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and  shown  for  competition  where  premiums  are  offered, 
will  be  entered  in  the  classes  to  which  they  naturally 
belong,  and  will  be  passed  upon  by  the  Judges  on  those 
classes,  they  recommending  such  premiums  as  their 
judgment  may  dictate;  such  recommendations,  how- 
ever, must  be  approved  by  the  Committee,  before  they 
are  paid. 

13.  All  state  and  public  institutions  are  requested  to 

exhibit,  but  they  shall  not  be  permitted.to  compete,  ex- 
cept for  honorary  premiums. 

Prices  of  Stalls,  Pens  and  Coops. 

14.  For  the  accommodation  of  Superintendent  of 
stock  and  to  insure  exhibitors  quarters  they  are  earn- 
estly requested  to  notify  the  Superintendent  of  their 
department  the  number  of  stalls,  coops  or  pens  they 
want,  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  Fair. 

Horse  stalls,  (except  for  speed)  large  box,  each  W; 
small  box,  each  f. 3;  single,  not  boxed,  each,  $2.  Cattle 
stalls  that  will  hold  two  head,  each  S2:  there  are  no 
single  stalls.  Hog  pens,  4x8,  each  25  cents.  Sheep 
pens,  each,  ;5  cents,  Poultry  coops,  each  25  cents. 
Partiesyrlll  not  be  allowed  to  exhibit  poultry  in  their 
own  coops,  except  in  class  127.  The  coops  are  admira- 
bly arranged  in  poultry  house,  so  that  all  can  make  a 
good  showing. 

Xo  entry  recorded,  stall  or  pen  reser  ed,  unless 
accompanied  with  the  fees. 

Parties  will  please  name  the  kind  of  stock  to  be  ex- 
hibited. So  far  as  it  can  be  done,  stock  will  be  grouped 
in  breeds,  classes  and  families. 

Stalls  and  Pens-Sale  Stock. 

15.  a reasonable  number  of  stalls  and  pens  will  be 
provided  for  exhibitors  who  desire  to  bring  stock  for 
sale,  with  the  following  charge  for  same;  Horse  stalls, 
double  and  closed,  each,  $6:  single  and  closed,  each,  $4. 
Cattle  stalls,  each,  $3.  Hogpens,  each,  rO  cents.  Sheep 
pens,  each,  50  cents. 

Exhibitors  to  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege,  are 
required  to  order  stalls  Or  pens  from  the  Superintendent 
of  department  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  opening 
of  the  Fair. 
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Stock  Sales. 

All  kinds  of  stock  may  be  sold  on  the  ground-,'  either  at 
public  auction  or  at  private  sale,  whether  exhibited  for 
premiums  or  not.  Two  per  cent  of  sales  at  auction  to 
be  paid  to  society.  Auctioneer  can  be  secured  through 
Secretary  of  Society,  but  at  expense  of  applicant. 

Hay,  Straw  and  Grain. 

16.  A depot  for  hay,  straw  a nd  grain  will  be  estab- 
lished on  the  ground.  Hay  and  straw  delivered  in 
bales,  and  sold  at  retailers’  city  prices. 

Pedigrees. 

17.  No  animal  can  be  exhibited  as  a thoroughbred 
without  the  same  has  been  recorded  in  the  proper  herd 
book  or  by  giving  a reference  to  the  record  of  sire  and 
dam,  except  in  classes  of  draft  horses,  when  the  same 
rule  will  apply  as  recognized  by  the  association  to 
which  they  belong.  Pedigrees  must  be  furnished  on 
demand. 

The  standard  Herd  Book  will  be  considered  sufficient 
evidence  of  the  purity  of  the  blood  of  stock,  unless 
shown  to  be  otherwise. 

Superintendents  of  Departments. 

18.  No  officer,  superintendent  or  assistant  superin- 
tendent shall  have  any  exhibit  in  any  department  of 
the  Fair  held  by  this  Society,  nor  be  directly  or  indi- 
rectly interested  in  any  exhibits,  speed  classes  excepted. 
If  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Board  be  furnished 
that  this  rule  has  been  violated,  the  person  so  offending 
shall  be  deprived  of  all  premiums  awarded  to  such 
exhibitor. 

19.  No  allowance  will  be  made  to  any  assistant  of 
any  division  for  use  of  horses  on  Fair  Ground  without 
consent  of  Superintendent  of  Department. 

20.  The  Superintendent  of  Gates  shall  employ  the 
gate  keepers  and  have  charge  and  control  of  the 
amphitheatre  and  gates  thereof,  and  the  necessary  aid 
to  protect  the  same,  and  if  necessity  requires,  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  make  arrests  in  the  vicinity  of  their 
station. 

21.  Each  Superintendent  of  a department  will 
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have  the  selection  of  his  assistants,  subject  to  approval 
of~the  Board,  and  the  arrangement  of  all  articles  and 
animals  on  exhibition  in  his  department.  He  will 
give  such  instructions  to  the  awarding  Judge  before 
entering  upon  duty  as  will  enable  him  or  her  to  decide 
all  questions  that  may  come  up  for  consideration,  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  therein 
specified. 

22.  Each  Superintendent  is  expected  to  exercise 
great  care  in  preserving  and  returning  the  entry  books, 
as  upou  the  entry  of  awards  in  them,  and  upon  no 
other  authority  can  warrants  be  drawn  for  premiums. 

23.  Superintendents  of  cattle,  sheep  and  hogs  will 
take  special  care  to  instruct  the  Judge  under  their 
supervision  of  the  importance  of  a faithful  observance 
of  Tule  33. 

24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Superintendent  to 
make  a detailed  report,  with  expenses  and  receipts  of 
his  department  to  the  Board,  giving  the  general  fea- 
tures, as  to  extent,  quality,  etc.,  and  to  make  such  sug- 
gestions for  improvements  as  shall  occur  to  him  during 
the  Fair,  said  report  to  be  published  in  the  annual  vol- 
ume of  this  Society.  That  part  of  report  relative  to  re- 
ceipt and  expenses  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  at 
least  twenty  days  before  the  annual  meeting  in  January. 

Chief  Marshal,  Aids  and  Police. 

25.  The  Chief  Marshal  shall  have  charge  of  the 
ground  (under  control  of  the  President  and  Directors) 
and  command  the  police  corps  during  the  exhibition ; 
and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  preserve  order  throughout. 
He  shall  make  himself  familiar  with  the  program,  and 
execute  it  without  further  orders,  unless  some  changes 
therein  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

26.  The  Assistant  Marshals  will,  in  every  particular, 
obey  all  orders  of  the  Chief  in  carrying  out  the  designs 
of  the  Directory. 

27.  The  policemen  shall  be  sworn  in  as  conservators 
of  the  peace,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  arrest  any 
person  creating  any  disturbance  or  violating  any  of  the 
rifles  of  the  exhibition  or  the  laws  of  the  State. 

28.  The  Chief  Marshal  shall  detail  a suitable  num- 
ber of  his  force  for  night  service  and  anyone  employed 
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day  or  night,  who  shall  neglect  the  particular  duty  as- 
signed him,  or  leave  his  beat  without  permission,  shall 
forfeit  part  of  his  pay,  as  the  Chief  Marshal  shall  deter- 
mine, and  no  bills  for  police  service  shall  be  audited, 
except  as  presented  and  certified  to  by  the  Chief  Mar- 
shal. 

Superintendent  of  Ground. 

29.  This  officer  will  have  charge  of  the  ground,  sub- 
ject to  orders  from  members  of  the  Board. 

Awarding  Judges. 

30.  The  Society  will,  so  far  as  possible,  secure  experts 
to  award  premiums  in  all  departments  of  the  Fair.  No 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Judges  will  be  consid- 
ered by  the  Board,  except  in  cases  of  fraud  and  pro- 
test. 

Instruction  to  Judges. 

31.  Your  special  attention  is  invited  to  the  rules  for 
makingyour  awards.  Much  of  the  harmony  and  suc- 
cess of  the  Fair  depends  upon  the  accuracy  and  prompt- 
ness with  which  you  do  your  work. 

32.  When  there  are  animals  or  articles  entered  not 
deserving  a premium,  the  Judge  shall  make  no  award 
and  so  report.  Lack  of  competition  shall  not  be  cause 
for  withholding  a premium,  if  the  animal  or  article  be 
worthy,  except  where  otherwise  provided.  The  regular 
premium  offered  by  the  Society  cannot  be  changed  ex- 
cept by  the  consent  of  the  Exhibitors  competing  for 
said  premium. 

33.  The  Judges  on  different  breeds  of  stock  will  have 
regard  for  symmetry,  early  maturity,  size  and  general 
characteristics  of  the  breeds  to  which  they  belong. 
They  will  make  proper  allowance  for  age,  feeding  and 
other  circumstances  affecting  the  character  and  condi- 
tion of  the  animal,  and  may  require  satisfactory  proof 
of  the  facts. 

34.  Judges  shall  give  their  decisions  in  writing,  if 
required  by  exhibitors,  embracing  the  value  or  desira- 
ble qualities  of  the  animals  or  articles  to  which  pre- 
miums are  awarded. 

35.  Each  Judge  will  be  careful  to  put  badges  denot- 
ing first,  second  and  third  premiums  as  they  make  their 
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awards,  and  especially  careful  that  those  badges  and  re- 
ports agree.  Blue  is  first  premium,  Red  second  and 
White,  third. 

38.  The  medal  or  diploma  of  the  Society  shall  be  con- 
sidered the  highest  award,  and  shall  be  given  only  as  a 
first  premium. 

37.  Each  Judge  shall  hand  in  his  report  to  the  Su- 
perintendent of  his  department  and  assist  in  making  a 
correct  copy  of  it,  so  that  there  may  be  no  mistake  as  to 
the  meaning  and  intention  of  the  Judge. 

38.  In  case  of  protest,  notice  must  be  given  to  the  Su- 
perintendent of  department  duriug  the  day  of  examina- 
tion of  the  animal  or  article  protested.  A written  pro- 
test, giving  the  reasons  for  protesting,  verified  by  affi- 
davit, with  the  names  of  the  witnesses,  must  be  filed 
with  the  Secretary  also,  on  the  same  day  such  notice  is 
given. 

39.  Should  Special  Premiums  be  offered,  exhibitors 
must  state,  at  the  time  of  making  entries,  that  they 
wish  to  enter  for  the  Special  Premium,  giving  notice 
which  they  desire  to  compete  for. 

Space  and  Power. 

40.  Space  a signed  and  not  occupied  before  noon 
of  the  first  day  of  the  Fair,  will  be  subject  to  forfeiture. 

Mo  charge  will  be  made  forexhibition  space.  Power 
to  run  machinery  on  the  shaft  in  Power  Hall  and  other 
places  in  vicinity  thereof,  -will  be  furnished  at  the  fol- 
lowing prices  during  the  Fair:  One  horse  power  or  un- 
der, $5.00.  Over  one  horse  power  and  under  five,  $4.00 
per  horse  power.  Split  pulleys,  belts,  etc.,  to  be  fur- 
nished by  exhibitors.  For  lighting  buildings,  $1  50  for 
each  sixteen  candle  power  light. 

Tickets. 

41.  Superintendents  of  departments  will  be  furnished 
tickets  for  exhibitors  who  are  entitled  to  them,  upon 
application  to  the  Superintendent  of  Tickets  and  it 
shall  be  obligatory  upon  each  Superintendent  to  make 
a record  of  the  same,  for  what  exhibit,  and  number  of 
tickets  issued  to  each  exhibitor,  and  report  the  same  to 
Secretary  on  or  before  October  1,  1893 
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Price  of  Admission. 

42.  Parties  can  procure  tickets  of  admission  to  the 
ground  at  the  Treasurer's  office,  near  entrance  gates,  as 
follows:  ' 

1.  Single  tickets,  admitting  one  person,  fifty  cents; 
children  between  eight  and  fifteen  years,  twenty-five 
cents. 

2.  One  horse  and  rider,  seventy-five  cents. 

3.  One-horse  vehicle  and  driver,  one  dollar. 

4.  Two-horse  vehicle  and  driver,  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents. 

5.  Four  horse  vehicle  and  driver,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents. 

6.  Each  occupant  of  a vehicle,  other  than  the  driver, 
must  have  a ticket. 

7.  Admission  to  amphitheatre,  twenty-five  cents. 
Children  under  eight  years  of  age,  accompanied  by 
their  parents,  admitted  free. 

Camping:  on  Grounds. 

A cordial  invitation  is  extended  you  to  come  with 
your  tents  and  camp.  Special  ground  is  set  apart  for 
this  purpose  within  the  Fair  Ground.  Let  it  be  under- 
stood THERE  IS  NO  CHARGE  FOR  THIS  PRIVILEGE.  Parties 

Coming  with  teams  pay  the  PRICE  OP  ADMISSION  at 
gates  (see  above).  This  will  entitle  the  team  to  remain 
on  ground  during  the  Fair  without  additional  charge. 
Tents  and  camping  outfits  can  be  secured  on  the 
ground  at  reasonable  prices. 

Special  Notice. 

All  visitors,  and  those  camping,  who  desire  to  remain 
on  the  ground  over  night  must  procure  their  tickets  of 
the  Treasurer  for  the  following  day.  A disregard  of 
this  rule  will  subject  the  party  to  leave  the  Ground. 
You  must  have  t.ckets  when  the  Ground  is  policed  in 
the  morning. 

Visitors 

Who  do  not  desire  to  go  to  hotels  in  the  city,  of  which 
there  are  many,  will  find  plenty  of  hospitable  homes 
open  at  prices  that  will  meet  the  wants  of  all.  The  Des 
Moines  people  will  entertain  you  royally.  There  are 
four  hotels  on  the  Ground  that  will  accommodate  many. 
Rates  SI. 50  to  $2.50  per  day.

REGISTRATION  RULES. 

In  order  to  define  what  constitutes  a trotting-bred 
horse  and  to  establish  a breed  of  trotters  on  a more  in- 
telligent basis,  the  following  rules  are  adopted  to  con- 
trol admission  to  the  records  of  pedigrees.  When  an 
animal  meets  the  requirements  of  admission  and  is  duly 
registered,  it  shall  be  accepted  as  a standard  trotting- 
bred  animal. 

First— Any  stallion  that  has  himself  a record  of  two 
minutes  and  thirty  seconds  (2:30)  orbetter,  provided 
any  of  his  get  has  a record  of  2:35  orbetter,  or  provided 
his  sire  or  his  dam  is  already  a standard  animal. 

Second— Any  mare  or  gelding  that  has  a record  of 
2:30  or  better. 

Third— Any  horse  tuat  is  the  sire  of  two  animals 
with  a record  of  2:30  or  better. 

Fourth — Any  horse  that  is  the  sire  of  one  animal 
with  a record  of  2:30  or  better,  provided  he  has  either 
of  the  following  additional  qualifications:  (1)  a record 
of  2:35  or  better;  (2)  is  the  sire  of  two  other  animals 
with  a record  of  2:35;  (3)  has  a sire  or  a dam  that  is 
already  a standard  animal. 
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Fifth — Any  mare  that  has  produced  an  animal  with 
a record  of  2:30  or  better. 

Sixth — The  progeny  of  a standard  horse,  when  out  of 
a standard  mare. 

Seventh— The  female  progeny  of  a standard  horse, 
when  out  of  a mare  by  a standard  horse. 

Eighth— The  female  progeny  of  a standard  horse, 
when  out  of  a mare  whose  dam  is  a standard  mare. 

Ninth— Any  mare  that  h^s  a record  of  2:35  or  better, 
and  whose  dam  or  sire  is  a standard  animal. 


RULES  FOR  ENTRY,  STALLS,  ETC. 

1.  An  entry  fee  of  ten  per  cent,  required  on  all  first 
cash  premiums  offered,  at  the  tirneof  making  entry, 
except  in  sweepstakes  classes,  where  no  cash  premium 
is  offered  and  may  otherwise  be  noted. 

2.  Prices  of  stalls:  Large  box,  each,  $4;  small  box, 
each,  S3;  single,  not  boxed,  each,  $2.  Stalls  built  in 
barns.  Sale  Stock:  Stalls  double  and  closed,  each.  $6: 
single  and  closed,  each,  $4.  See  General  Rule  15  for 
further  information  of  sale  stock.  No  entry  made,  no 
stall  reserved,  unless  accompanied  with  the  fees. 

3.  For  the  accommodation  of  Superintendent  of  this 
department  and  to  insure  exhibitors  stalls,  they  are 
earnestly  requested  to  notify  the  Superintendent  the 
number  they  want  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  Fair. 
Exhibitors  will  please  name  kind  of  stock  to  be  exhib- 
ited. So  far  as  it  can  be  done  it  will  be  grouped  in 
breeds,  classes  and  families. 

4.  Exhibitors  will  be  required  to  keep  open  their 
stalls  and  their  stock  uncovered  from  9 a.  m.  to  1 o'clock 
p.  m.  during  each  day  of  the  exhibition. 

5.  Exhibitors  will  be  required  to  keep  the  ground 
within  ten  feet  of  the  rear  of  their  stalls,  clear  and 
clean 

6.  Exhibitors  must  place  their  names  and  address, 
and  name  of  the  particular  breed  to  which  each  ani- 
mal belongs,  the  name  and  age  of  each  animal  as  far  as 
known,  posted  in  a conspicuous  place  on  their  respec- 
tive stalls,  on  a card  which  will  be  furnished  by  the 
Secretary. 
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7.  Exhibitors  are  expected  to  obey  the  Marshal 
promptly  in  producing  their  stock  when  instructed  to 
do  so.  Stock  must  be  on  the  track  or  in  the  ring  within 
fifteen  minutes  after  the  class  is  called,  and  it  will  be 
taken  for  granted  that  any  person  failing  to  comply 
with  this  rule  is  not  an  exhibitor  for  the  premium 
offered.  Exhibitors  will  show  their  animals  at  such 
times  and  places  as  may  be  directed  by  Superintendent 
of  department  and  upon  refusal  to  obey  in  this  particu- 
lar, any  or  all  premiums  will  be  forfeited. 

8.  Exhibitors  must  h ave  their  stock  in  place  Monday 
morning,  September  4th,  at  9 o’clock,  that  the  Judges 
may  commence  their  work  and  continue  in  their  duties 
until  all  the  awards  are  made.

If,  owing  to  bad  weather  or  other  unavoidable  causes, 
the  Society  should  be  unable  to  start  one  or  more  races, 
before  4:30  p.  m.  of  the  last  day  of  the  meeting,  such 
race  or  races  will  be  declared  “off1'  and  the  entrance 
money  refunded. 

The  Society  reserves  the  right  to  trot  or  run  races 
between  heats  and  to  postpong  for  sufficient  cause. 
The  right  is  also  claimed  to  change  the  order  of  any 
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of  these  events  should  it  be  to  their  convenience  and  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  contestants,  but  no  change  will 
be  made  in  cases  where  an  injustice  would  be  done  to 
any  of  the  parties  making  entries.

1.  In  the  absence  of  more  than  one  exhibitor,  in  any 
one  of  the  classes  of  this  division,  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors reserve  the  right  to  fix  the  amount  of  premium, 
if  one  is  recommended  by  the  Judge. 

2.  In  exhibits  of  Guernsey,  Ayrshire,  Brown  Swiss 
and  other  distinctive  breeds,  the  Board  of  Directors 
will  award  such  premiums  as  the  exhibits  warrant, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Judge.  No  entry  fee  will 
be  required  unless  the  Board  allow  the  same  premiums 
as  in  other  classes.  Then  Rule  3 following  will  apply. 

3.  An  entry  fee  of  ten  per  cent  required  at  time  of 
making  entry  on  all  first  premiums  offered  in  this 
division.  In  classes  of  sweepstakes,  no  entry  fee  re- 
quired,  except  where  a cash  premium  is  offered. 

4.  Prices  of  stalls:  Exhibition  stalls  that  will  hold 
two  head  of  cattle,  each  $2.00.  There  are  no  single 
stalls.  Sale  stock  stalls,  each  $3.00.  No  entry  made,  no 
stall  reserved,  unless  accompanied  with  the  fees.  For 
further  information  regarding  sale  of  stock  see  General 
Rule  15. 

5.  For  accommodation  of  Superintendent  of  this  de- 
partment and  to  insure  exhibitors  stalls,  they  are  earn- 
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estly  requested  to  notify  the  Superintendent  the  num- 
ber they  want  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  Fair. 
Exhibitor  will  please  name  the  kind  of  stock  to  be  ex- 
hibited. So  far  as  it  can  be  done  it  will  be  grouped  in. 
breeds  classes  and  families. 

6.  Exhibitors  will  be  required  to  keep  the  ground 
within  ten  feet  of  the  rear  of  their  stalls,  clear  and 
clean,  and  to  keep  their  stock  uncovered  from  9 o'clock 
a.  m.  to  1 o’clock  p.  m.  during  each  day  of  the  exhibi- 
tion. 

7.  Exhibitors  must  have  their  stock  in  place  Monday, 
September  4th,  at  9 o’clock  a.  m.,  that  the  Judges  may 
commence  their  work  and  continue  in  their  duties  until 
all  the  awards  are  made. 

8.  Exhibitors  must  place  their  name  and  address,  and 
the  name  of  the  particular  breed  to  which  animal 
belongs,  the  name  and  age  of  each  animal  at  far  as 
known,  posted  in  a conspicuous  place  on_their  respec- 
tive stalls  on  a card  which  will  be  furnished  by  the 
1 ecretaiy. 

9.  Exhibitors  are  expected  to  obey  the  Marshal 
promptly,  in  producing  their  stoekwhen  instructed  to  do 
so.  Stock  must  be  in  the  ring,  within  fifteen  minutes 
after  the  class  is  called,  and  it  will  be  taken  for  grant- 
ed that  any  peison  failing  to  comply  with  this  rule,  is 
not  an  exhibitor  for  the  premium  offered.  Exhibitors 
will  show  their  animals  at  such  times  and  places  as 
may  be  directed  by  Superintendent  of  department,  and 
on  refusal  to  obey  in  this  particular,  any  or  all  prem- 
iums will  be  forfeited.

All  Dairymen,  Creamerymen,  Commission  men  and 
Exhibitors  of  dairy  Implements  are  respectfully  invited 
to  make  Dairy  Hall  their  headquarters. 

Large  additions  have  been  made  to  Dairy  Hall  afford- 
ing ample  facilities  for  making  a grand  showing  of 
dairy  products. 

A large  glass  refrigerator  room,  with  ample  supply  of 
ice  and  cheese  cases,  will  be  provided  for  the  protection 
of  dairy  products  from  heat  and  dust. 

Both  steam  and  electric  power  are  provided  for  sep- 
arators and  other  dairy  machinery  on  solid  wood  floor. 
Practical  tests  of  separators,  milk  tests,  milking  ma- 
chines, etc.,  will  be  made,  and  actual  butter  and  cheese 
making  will  be  done  each  day  in  Dairy  Hall  by  experts 
from  the  Dairy  School  of  Iowa  Agricultural  College.
